Mr. Guuxty spoke for the prosecution; he evinced his wonted 
ability, and used nearly the same arguments as on former trials. 

R Adams was called. Nothing new transpired during this 
witnesses direct evidence; in his cross-examination, however, he 
admitted that the fear of the halter about hia neck, made him 
change his religion. He never called upon Chambers and asked 
his assistance in the assassination of the Ministers, saying they 
would have blood and wine for supper. He stated that his only 
motive for joining in the conspiracy was, from a curious and foolish 
idea he had conceived respecting Brunt’s principlea: he thought 
him mad.
